It is with much pleasure that we inform our outside members that we 
begin this term to make accurate observations for the Phenological branch 
of the Royal Meteorological Society. We have been working on the same 
lines for the past tw r o years, and now hope that we may be able to give 
some useful help to science through our work in Ambleside during the 
coming seasons. If our members will read Archdeacon Wynne’s article 
in the January number of Parents' Review , they will see how much careful 
field-work is valued by our men of science, and perhaps they may see how 
they also could take up some of the work themselves. The careful out-look 
kept by our students on the doings of animate and inanimate nature within 
our reach in Ambleside during the past two years, will make it much easier 
to follow the simple directions issued by the society for the use of observers. 
W e are now fairly well acquainted with times of flowering, etc., of most of 
our local flora. I he coming and going of birds and insects have also been 
carefully noted, and it only remains for us to continue our observations as 
\\e have already been doing for some time past. We shall feel well repaid 
foi all our work if we can in any way be of use to the cause of science. 
Work amongst trees and shrubs is of special value, and as the time of 
their flowering is now at hand, we shall find our tree studies to be of

SOME OF THE HIGHER VIEWS 
OF PARENTAL RESPONSIBILITY, VIEWED 
CHIEFLY FROM THE PHYSICAL ASPECT.

Part I. 

I HAVE been asked to read a paper at one of the meetings of 
your Society,* and the above subject was given me. 

On looking at it I was rather staggered, I must confess, 
by its vastness, but I obtained a certain amount of relief on 
noticing two little words, viz, “some ” and “chiefly.” 

I am not asked to deal exhaustively with the subject, but 
have only to try to add a little to the stock of knowledge 
which you as a Society are doubtless accumulating.
